McKinsey, a policeman at North Ver­ 
non, w h o wa- shot and instantly kill­ 
ed shortly after 11 o'clock Friday 
night at the B. & O. Southwestern 
passenger depot at that place. 
The 
-tranger who fired the fatal shot was 
accompanied by a companion and it 
l- believed that the two men arc trav­ 
eling together. 
After the shooting 
the men ran from the station and dis­ 
appeared in the darkness. 
Police 
officers and sheriffs in the adjoining 
counties were immediately notified 
over long distance telephone of the 
tragedy and asked to watch for the 
men. 
Neither had been apprehended 
this afternoon. 
McKinsey, who was about forty 
years of age, entered the railway 
station and found the two men, the 
smaller one lying on the seats as it' 
Jhe were sleeping. 
The officer told 
the larger man that it was against 
police rules for them to be there and 
ordered them from the city. 
Before 
permit ting-4 hem to go, however, the 
policeman approached the larger man 
and started to search him. 
When the -tianger learned what the 
policeman intended to do he jumped 
hack and drew a revolver from his 
pocket. 
He fired three times, one 
bullet striking the officer in tin* arm 
and tin* other two entering his body. 
One of the steel jacketed lmllet- pene­ 
trated hi- heart and he died instant­ 
ly. 
After the shooting the men ran 
towards the door and in their hurry 
to escape fell but jumped to their 
feet and ran aero-- the track,

su ltant adv antage of a bu siness deal 
inu res to the benefit of one party only , 
there is an economic defect. The bu y ­ 
er mu st benefit by his pu rchase as 
tru ly as the seller by his sale. 
The 
bu y er gets from the grocer flou r, from 
the hardwareman nails, from the lu m­ 
berman lu mber, and in each case bu y ­ 
er and seller are benefited. The same 
bu y er goes to the saloon to get wine 
or beer or whisk y . 
The dealer mak es 
a profit on the goods sold. 
Bu t here 
is a break in ou r bu siness principle. 
The bu y er mak es no gain. 
He parts 
with hi3 share of the barter, and gets 
nothing v alu able in retu rn. 
At ev ery 
other cou nter there was gain on both 
sides; here the gain was on one side 
only . 
The transaction limps; 
it is 
false to bu siness principles. 
It repre­ 
sents economic waste. 
The economic waste becomes a mu l­ 
tiplied factor when the argu ment is 
ex tended to liq u or’s effect on the pu r­ 
chaser who consu mes it. 
The liq u or 
traffic is a parasite. 
Any bu siness 
blood that it has is su ck ed from the 
v igorou s body of healthfu l bu siness. 
It 
contribu tes 
nothing, 
bu t 
draws 
heav ily . 
If a town or city prospers 
where traffic in liq u or 1« allowed, its 
prosperity is less than it shou ld be 
by ju st so mu ch as liq u or tak es. 
It 
giv es nothing, and what it tak es is so 
mu ch 
su btracted 
from 
the 
general 
gain.

that alcohol k ills abou t 7 00,000 Ameri­ 
can citizens ev ery y ear, abou t 2,000 a 
day ev ery day the su n rises.
